a practical prim ary election law draw n 
by an expert in election m atters and 
covering the ground thoroughly. 
R epresentative Bronson, of F ra n k ­ 
lin. introduced his compulsory

m an of the house com m ittee on elec­ 
tions. which g u aran tees the bill a h ear­ 
ing. 
T he proposed prim ary law provides 
th at all candidates for eity and county 
offices m ust be nom inated under the 
opeiatio n of this law, e ith er by direct 
vote for the can d id ate or by delegates 
to a convention, elected by direct vote. 
T he bill provides for prim aries op 
the first T uesday in M arch for th e 
can d id ates for m unicipal offices and 
on the first Tuesday in Septem ber for 
county <andidates. 
T he polls are to 
be open from 8 a. rn. until 8 p. rn. and 
only those who have registered at the 
last preceding election or who may 
reg ister by affidavit or by going be­ 
fore th e county board of elections, may 
vote at these prim aries. 


H eavy penalties, the m axim um be­ 
ing five years in the penitentiary, are 
provided against violation of the pri­ 
mary laws.

It Is alleged that th ey 1 ha I 
been aelHng exam ination papers here­ 
tofore for $10 and $15 apiece.

The "honor com m ittee,” composed
